When the state-wide 
prohibition amendment became effect- 
ive in Michigan in May, 1918, we 
fondly thought we were forever free 
from the curse of drink. Consequently 
many are asking, “Didn't our législa- 
ture know its. business—that now we 
have to vote on this wine and beer 
amendment?” 

An amendment to the constitution 
originates in the legislature or by pe 
tition through the initiative. If 20 
per cent of the voters petition for :n 
amendment, it must be voted upon. 
The wine and beer amendment is be- 
fore us through the initiative. 

Many good people are veing fooled 
hy this a:nendment. They think it 
simply raesns that they can keep a 
little wine or beer for. family use. 
The logis’: ture of 1917 passed a law 
Act 338=- vhich reads: “Druggists 


may sell \ for sacramental pur- 
poses ta cergyman having 
charge of @ burs), or to any recog- 


nized official cf a church upon sworn 
written application of such clergy- 
man or official.” 

If the wine and beer amendment 
earries it will be effective May 7, 
1919. Saloons would be ‘egai for 
every kind of wine, Leer, ale, porter. 
Such liquor could be :uported, trans- 
ported or possessed by the bettie or 


carload. by anybedy, anywhere in 
Michigan. It wou'd be ‘lawful, ex- 
cept in licensed s:’oons and brew- 


eries, to give such Hquors to boys 
girls, common drunkards, anybody in 
fact. 

Here is the first clause of the 
amendment: “It shall be forever law- 
ful in this state to import, transport, 
manufacture, use, buy, sell, jeep for 
sale, give awuy, barter or furnish 
every kind of cider, wine, beer, ale 
and porter, and possess the same in 
private residence.” 

There naturally arises in many 
ninds the question: “What about war 

rohibition? That prohibits the sa’e 
of all intoxicating liquors after June 
30, 19192" 

So far, eorzrecs 
to enforces wer prokfaition. The 
~resident may deciare the army ful'y 
‘emoblized before it becomes effect- 
ive, * 

But what about national prohibi- 
‘ion? That becomes effective Janu- 
ary 16, 1920. Yes, but the liquor 
‘raffics boast it has a billion dollars 
raised to fight for its life. It says 
1 number of states had no right to 
catify the amendment except by ref- 
erendum. So federal prohibition 
may be delayed by litigation one, o~ 

wo or three years. Let the time be 
‘ong or short, Michigan wou'd be 
‘ooded with all kinds of liquors, ex- 
zept whisky. The curse would re- 
main for years.

All this was splendid training io 
memory und In concentration, for it 
kept the attention directed toward one 
object aud at the same time it was suf- 
ficiently varied work not to become 
monotonous. It also developed skill 
in the use of the hands. Mother, who 
wus just as enthusiastic as the chil- 
dren, would occasionally suggest some- 
thing of which they had not thought, 
nnd sometimes, in thelr walks, they 
would stop at shop windows to play a 
new gamme which this occupation had 
suggested, “finding treasures for the 
dol} house.” 

The children were allowed to ask the 
shop clerks for the material, and some- 
times they paid for it with their owa 
money, for mother knew that, like

buildings here like the place I came 
from. On'the train I had a middle 
bunk, where there were two windows, 
so I could see the sights. The bunks 
fare 3 high. 

When we left hospital 54 there was 
still snow on the ground. After trav- 
éling a while we could see no snow 
at all, but a lot of green grass. Some 
bushes were bare, and a good many 
acres of land were under water; this 
must be a low country. We went 
through a large city by the name of 
Nantes. It is a Seaport town and 
we cquid see the big steamers as we 
passed right along the docks. It 
ooked to be a nice place and I seen 
a lot of nice large buildings. There 
are now about eight German prison- 
ers here who sweep and mop the 
floors. They, wear green clothes 
with the letters (P. W.) marked on 
them, the letters stand for “Prisoners 
of War.” This don’t seem to be as 
cold a place, as where I came from. 
I guess there is plenty of rain here. 
On my way I could see the farmers 
cutting down trees for wood, some 
trees they just cut off the tops. I 
guess they take everything that looks 
like wood and everything that - will 
burn, you can even see where they 
have cut down bushes. The way it 
looks I. guess they raise bushes for 
wood. 

Along the railroad in some places, 
are real high banks, and nothing 
but solid rock. 

The Red Cross was just in and gave 
us cocoa and cookies. Before I left 
the other hospital a Red Cross nurse 
came in and. gave me a_ package, 
wrapped up in a towel. She told me 
not to open it until I got on the train. 
In it was a package of cookies, a can 
got a package of cigarettes and 
of socks. When We got on the train, 
they came around again; this time I 
got a packages of cigarettes and 
another can of jam. We have been 
getting a lot of good eats from them 
‘ately—oranges, cigarettes, cookies, 
cocoa, etc. Believe me the Red Cross

Dear Friend: 


I believe that it is high time I was 
writing to you. I wrote to Doctor 
Palmer some time ago and I presume 
that you have perused the letter thru 
for what meager news it contained. 
News of an interesting nature is a 
scarce article around this village in 
which I am billeted at present. 

Our time is spent very agreeably 
here; entertainments at the Y. M. C. 
A. every night, atheletic and calis- 
thenics keep us in good physical con- 
dition. Boxing and wrestling bouts 
every Friday or Saturday night are 
very interesting to us, naturally, al- 
tho I do not participate in them. We 
have considerable talent for these 
amusements and our regiment has 
formed an amusement association, 
financed by its memebrs, and every- 
thing goes along merrily with “beau 
coup espirit de corps.” 

The “going home” idea which had 
prevailed so strongly among us since 
the Armistice was signed, has waned 
into a pleasant time spent in waiting 
for our “sailing orders.” 

Within the month we had a four- 
inch snow fall which has continued to 
stay by us with the usual cold winds 
and once-in-a-while sunny day. 

Our chaplain works hard to keep 
our minds occupied with things oth- 
erwise than those which give us the 
“blues” and homesickness, His ef-

Ine of the main-features of this con-! 


ference was a thorough discussion 
and laying of plans relative to,Grass- 
hopper contro}. 

At the conference held in October 
at Cadillac there were present two 
officers from Farm Bureaus; at this 
conference .there were nine and it is 
hoped that at the next one to be held 
at Kalkaska on May 6th, that every 
Farm Bureau in the fifteen counties 
comprising the district will be repre- 
sented by its President or other of- 
ficer, and that the time is not far dis- 
tant when such leadership will have 
been built up that a Farm Bureau 
President will act as a chairman of 
these meetings. 

From the reports of the county 
agents it appeared that 12 out of the 
fifteen counties had Bureaus organiz- 
ed and the other three will have ac- 
complished their organization within 
a few days. This means there are 
108 Executive Committee men who 
are either now or will be in a very 
short time concentrating some of 
their mentality and time upon those 
agricultural problems leid down in 
the Farm Bureau programs, instead 
of just the 12 County agents. From 
the reports it was shown that 576 
Community committee men are also 
devoting attention and time to these 
problems. The reports from the 
whole state show that at present 
there are 7200 executive and commun- 
ity committee men and that when the 
Membership campaign is over this 
spring that there will be 57,600 mem- 
bers of Farm Bureaus in Michigan. 
This great membership will have be- 
hind it the powerful influence of the 
State Federation of Farm bureaus; 
the National Federation of Farm bu- 
reaus was organized at. Corell Uni- 
versity on February 12th and an In- 
ternation Agricultural. Board is in 
sight. 

This contemplates the greatest Ag- 
ricultural Machine the world has ever 
seen. In the United States the move- 
ment has behind it the trained spe- 
cialists of 48 State Colleges and Ex- 
periment Stations, as well as that 
great corps of experts and specialists 
surrounding the U. S. Dept. of agri- 
culture, the greatest piece of machin- 
ery in the world. 

This great vision of the work em- 
braced and contemplated was con- 
veyed to the agents and Farm Bu- 
reau officers by Dr. Eben Mumford, 
State Leader County Agent work, 
and undoubtedly all hands came away 
with a broader horizon. 

The story of the pitiful havoc 
wrought by the grasshopper in Kal- 
kaska County, the steps taken for its 
control, a description of the commun- 
ity organized fight put up last sum- 
mer and the results obtained was giv- 
en by Mr. Rosenburg, President of 
the Kalkaska Farm bureau, and a 
farmer of 44 years standing in that 
county.
